The figures of births and deaths shown in this state** 
ment for the week ending the 9th September, 1950, relate to 
197 towns with an estimated population of 25,074 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28 # ^ ‘ 1 thousands. Thus 85% of tho total number of towns 
representing 88% of tho total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
In these towns were 17,512 and 0,359 representing birth 
and death rates of 86-3 and 10*4 per thousand of 
population respectively, 

(A) State s (Parts A and O ). — Tho data here relate to 174 
towns with an estimated population of 22,619 thousands. 
Information about Assam and Bihar c >uU not be 
included. The total number of towns is 201 and thoir 
population is 24,668 thousands. Thus 87% of the total 
number of towns representing 92% of thu total population 
is covered. Tho numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in the^e towns were 16,060 and 8,455 representing birth 
and (fcqth rates of SO 1 9 and 19*4 per thousand of 


population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by states. 

Ellichpur in Madhya Pradesh was the only town whioh 
had a high death rate of 64*2 por thousand of 
population and this high death rate was mainly due to 
doaths from fevers and dyeentory and diarrhoea. 

(B) Stages (Part B ), — The data here relate to 23 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,455 thousands. Tho total 
number of towns is 32 and their population Is 3,753 
thousands. Thus 72% of tho total number of towns repre- 
senting 05% of the total population is oovered. The numbers 
of births and deaths recorded in these town were 1,440 and 
904 representing birth and death rates of 30' 6 and 19*1 
per thousand of population reapectively* 

Rajkot in Saurashtra waB the only town whioh had a 
high death rate of 65 ‘0 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fovers 
and dysentery and diarrhoea.
